PROMINENT ARTICLES ON SISCO VISIT CONTAIN ONLY BARE FACTS 

OF TIMING OF STAY IN JORDAN. AR-SAYY: "MR. SISCO INFORMED HIS MAJESTY 

AND THE PRIME MINISTER ABOUT THE RESULTS OF THE CONVERSATIONS 
WHICH DR. KISSINGER HELD WITH THE ISRAELI AUTHORITIES." 

EDITORIAL COMMENT PROFUSE AFTER SPARSE TWO DAYS. END SUMMARY 
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2. IN ADDITION TO PROMINENCE GIVEN SISCO STROY, JORDANIAN 
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DAILIES PLAY SECRETARY'S VISIT TO ISREAL AND RIYADH AS FRONT-PAGE 
NEWS. AD-DUSTOUR QUOTES SECRETARY AS STATING THAT SAUDI TALKS 
CONCENTRATED ON EFFORTS FOR PEACE AND SAUDI ARABIA'S FUTURE 
PETROLEUM POLICY, AND THAT FEISAL'S ATTITUDE "INVITES ENCOURAGEMENT." 
RE ISRAEL STOP, AD-DUSTOUR NOTES, "DR. KISSINGER SAID THAT 
AGREEMENT HAS BEEN REACH ON SEVERAL PRINCIPLES AND PROCEDURES

3. AMMAN WEEKLY AKHBAR AL-OSBOU'S NOTES, "IT IS BELIEVED 
THAT THE SECRETARY SUCCEDED DURING THIS FIRST ROUND OF TALKS 
IN EXTENDING THE TENURE OF THE UNEF FOR ANOTHER SIX MONTHS, 

DURING WHICH TIME BILATERAL TALKS, THROUGH DR. KISSINGER, WILL 
TAKE PLACE FOR MORE ISRAELI WITHDRAWALS ON BOTH FRONTS. 

HOWEVER, DR. KISSINGER FOUND DIFFICULTY IN SYRIA, WHICH REFUSES

SATURDAY, DR. KISSINGER RECEIVED A REPORT THAT ISRAEL HAD RETRACTED 
HER OFFER TO PULL BACK FROM THE WEST BANK IN EXCHANGE FOR A

5. FRONT-PAGE AD-DUSTOUR EDITORIAL ENTITLED "KISSINGER'S 
DIPLOMACY UNDER TEST" "DESPITE DR. KISSINGER'S INSISTENCE 
THAT HE CARRIES WITH HIM NO SPECIFIC PROPOSALS FOR PEACE, THERE 
IS MORE THAN ONE INDICATION THAT "SOMETHING’TS IN THE BRIEFCASE 

OF THE PERIPATETIC VENDOR WHICH HE WISHES TO MARKET TO THE PARTIES 
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CONCERNED. ..YET THE REAL TEST IS IN RESULTS. INSTEAD OF PRESSURING 
THE ISRAELIS, HE HAS PRESSURED THE ARABS. ..UNLESS KISSINGER SUCCEEDS 
IN ACHIEVING PEACE AND PRODUCING THE WHITE DOVES, THE OTHER
